H is at typical westerner. Born in Ontario, he came 
West nearly thirty years ago to Edmonton, leay 
ing Port Garry for the thousand inile trek across the 
prairie to Albertas future capital, like many more of 
the pioneers, with a Red River cart drawn by an ox 
Soon after his arrivalhe established the Bulletin, which 
had only one predecessor in the newspaper field west 
of Manitoba, the Saskatchewan Herald, founded 
Battleford, then the capital of the country, in TSvs 
The original Bulletin consisted only of four pages, each 
about the size of a sheet of ordinary letter paper, It 
isnow aneivht- page daily. Por a number of years 
Mr. Oliver was the full staff of the Bulletin, from 
editor to devil, but the Bulletin and its editor were fear 
less, virile and jogieal and from the first they made 
their impress upor the countrys Mr. Oliver drifted 
naturally into politics, first in the territorial and later 
the broader federal field, and he soon became the fore 
most figure on the political stage west of Manitoba. In 
105, Mr. Oliver was invited by Sir Wilfrid) Laurier, 
premier of the Dominion, to take the portfolio of the 
interior in his cabinet, a position which he has since 
filled with credit to himself and marked benefit to the 
Western provinces Asia pioneer, Mr. Oliver knows us

FEW words here regarding the capital city of Alberta may not be 
out of place. Half a century ago, Edmonton wasthe chief trading 
post of the Hndson’s Bay Company on the Saskatchewan River. 

The old fort was situated on a high bluff on the north bank, overlooking 
the deep, wooded valley, walled in by a stout stockade of tall posts, with 
blockhouses and portholes at each corner through which small brass can+ 
non looked grimly out. In the early days, the warlike Blackfeet brought 
packs of buffalo robes and bags of pemmican to barter peaceably with the 
company’s officers at Fort Edmonton; or, when their faney prompted, 
they came mounted on their hardy ponies, half naked, befeathered and 
painted, and in retaliation for some hypothetical slight or wrong, fired 
on the fort from the south bank of the river 

On this page is a cut of the provincial parliament building of Alberta 
as it will appear when completed, Work on thestructure was commenc 
ed last summer and the foundation is almost finished. This magnificent 
pile of stone and marble will stand on the historic ground occupied half 
a century ago by the old wooden fort of Edmonton and its bullet battered 
log walls and stockade 

Twenty years ago Edinonton was little, if any, larger than is Vermilion 
Today it is a splendid modern city with a population of 15.000, with fine

HILE the whole of the 
Saskatchewan valley, 
of which the Vertmil 

ion district forms a part, is 
very properly regarded as 4 
new country, because up to 
within a few years ago only a 
very small fraction of the 
earth's population had ever 


heard of it and its people were 
still the redmen, yet it is as old 
as inmost of the other portions of 
the ylobe’s surface, and, as 
has been intimated elsewhere 
in this issue, it is not without 
an historic past. 

It was the Cree who gave to 
the Battle River its martial 
designation; it was the ‘' Noo- 
tendo Seepee”’— the Fighting 
River—of that powerful and 
warlike nation, and the names 
bestowed by their scouts and 
war parties upon the many 
well known landmarks, _ hills 
and streams along its course 
each has its romantic and his- 
toric significance. For in- 
stance, there is to the south- 
east of Vermilion a high, roll- 
ing country now known as the 
Blackfoot Hills, The name has 
no special meaning to the 
stranger in the land, but ask a 
Cree what he calls it and he 
will answer: ‘‘Neeanan Kahni- 
pahate —Tne Place Where Five 
were Killed.” and you conjure 
up a picture of a bloody trag 
edy, and immediately — the 
ground, with its lofty, thicket 
ed slopes and wooded valleys, 
takes on and possesses for you
